Birthday

“The character, the counsels and 
example of our Washington .. . 
will guide us through the doubts 
and difficulties that beset us; they 
will guide our children and our 
children’s children in the paths of 
prosperity and peace.” 

That tribute to the enduring in- 
fluence of George Washington was 
expressed by one of our earlier 
statesmen during a period as critical 
to America as our own. It remains 
a true estimate today. 


What counsels can we recall as, 
throughout the nation, we honor his 
memory? 

The Father of His Country was 
more eloquent in deeds than in 
phrases. He lived his own precept: 
“Actions, not words, are the true 
criterion.” But history has, never- 
theless, recorded numerous expres- 
sions of his wisdom and foresight. 
Many of them hold a peculiar sig- 
nificance in a period marked by 
assaults on the very Constitution in 
which he incorporated his hopes for 
the future of our Nation. 

Here are some of George Wash- 
ington’s comments on the great 
Charter of Liberties so intimately 
identified with his life and his 
spirit: 

“That precious depository of 
American happiness, the _Constitu- 
tion of the United States.’ 

“The Constitution which at any 
time exists tll changed by an ex- 
plicit and authentic act of the whole 
people is sacredly obligatory to 
all.” 

“If in the opinien of the people 
the distribution or modification of 
the Cc itutional pewers be in any 

ar wrong, Tet it be corrected 

y an amendment in the way w hich 
the Constitu But let 
there be no c e by usurpation; 
for though th in one instance 
may be the instrument of good, it 
is the customary weapen by which 
free governments are igi estreyed.”

She knows that 
whole grain corn is cut from the 
cob in individual kernels and pre- 
fers it for succotash or served 
plain as a vegetable. She may even 
know that roasting ears of corn 
are now vacuum packed, four to a 
can, and that this corn has ex- 
tremely small cobs and large deep 
sweet kernels. All she has to do 
with the ears is to heat them from 
three to five minutes in boiling 
water.
